Cooper i- 1 
a shoemaker and followed his oc¬ 
cupation for more than 75 ^ears, 
retiring from active work four 
years ftjKi.. Ue enj .yed the proud 
distinction of luring made boots 
and shottl for Presidents Jackson, 
Van Buren and Tyler; also Gens. 
Winfield Sfiott, Stonewall Jackson, 
Gov. Lecher, Gen. Edward Lee 
and Sam Houston. 

Mr. Cooper was born near Lex¬ 
ington, Rockbridge county. Va., 
on March ft, 1816, and at tbe age 
of 6 years he began learning the 
shoemaker’s trade with his father. 
During the summer season the 
latter had a shoemaker shop at 
White Sulphur Springs, Va. 

Cooper’s parents were of French 
and Indian descent. His father.
